In effect he rejected Winston Churchill’s proposal for an 


Anglo- American “fraternal associa- 
tion,” reiterated Friday night, and 
at the same time chided Soviet 
Russia for apparent willingness to 
use force to get what she wants. 
In an address to the Society of 
the Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, 
Byrnes expressed alarm at the 
rapid demobilization of America’s 
armed forces at a time when U. S 
commitments abroad call for mili- 
tary might. 
‘WE CANNOT DISARM’ 


Urging extension of the draft 
and prompt adoption of a univer- 
sal military training program, 
Byrnes said: 

“While other nations 
armed, the United States, 
interest of world peace, 
disarm.” 

Conceding that the people have 
a right to know to what purposes 
this country’s reserve military 
power might one day be put, 
Byrnes said ““The answer is simple. 

“The United States,” he said, “is 
committed to the support of the 
charter of the United Nations. 
Should the occasion arise, our 
military strength will be used to 
support the purposes and princi- 
ples of the charter.” 


HITS SPECIAL PRIVILEGE 


Declaring that this country 
“looks to the United Nations as 
the path to enduring peace,” he 
added: 

“We do not propose to seek se- 
curity in an alliance with the So- 
viet Union against Great Britain 
or in an alliance with Great Brit- 
ain against the Soviet Union. We 
propose to stand with the United 
Nations in our efforts to secure 
equal justice for all nations and 
special privilege for no nation.” 

Byrnes made it clear that the 
United’ States will not “use our; 
strength for aggressive purposes.” 
He scored those who “sometimes 
think that whatever they want 
should be taken by force instead 
of making their claims the basis 
for special negotiations.” 

Perhaps thinking of the Soviet 
show of military power in Iran 
and of reported “Soviet looting of 
industry in Manchuria, Byrnes 
spoke of “some who still believe 
that they cannot get their due ex- 
cept by force.” 

And he chided those “who still 
believe that ancient privilege will 
yield to nothing but force of 
arms.” 

“MUST HAVE PATIENCE” 

Byrnes also expressed confi- 
dence that present world difficul- 
ties can be solved “if all of us 
approach those difficulties in a 
spirit of conciliation and good 
will.” 

“We must have patience, as well | 
as firmness,” he said, referring to | 
Big Three troubles in Iran and| 
Manchuria. 

“We must keep our feet on the 
ground. 

“We cannot afford to lose our 
tempers.”

Here, when the congress meets 
at Columbia, S. C., in April, you 
will have the Negro youth move- 
ment in the south—where four out 
of every five Negroes in the U. S.

For the better part of a week 
these young Negroes will meet. 
They will hear leaders of their 
own race, a White speaker or so, 
@ newspaper editor or a govern- 

sociologist, or maybe a 
preacher. 

They will hear speakers praise 
the Negro’s contribution to the 
war effort; they may hear others 
refer to a broadening spirit of 
democracy in the land which, as 
a speaker noted in December i944, 
“has surprised. not only’ many 
southern whites, but many Ne- 
groes as well.” 

The congress, founded in Rich- 
mond, Va., in 1937, states its aim 
thus: “To strengthen American 
democracy through the improve- 
ment of conditions and opportuni- 
ties of Negro youth; to stimulate 
youth’s interest in the important 
issues of our times and to instill 
the habits of self-improvement, 
wholesome recreation, serious 
study and co-operative action.” 

Negro leaders generally have 
hailed the movement as signifi- 
cant. On the SYNC advisory board 
are such outstanding Negroes as 
Dr. F. D. Patterson, president of 
Tuskegee Institute; Dr. Mary Mc- 
Leod Bethune and Dr. Ida DeA. 
Reid, educator and author. 

Of the congress, Dr. Patterson 

recently commented: 
“«Their statements and messages 
earry the exuberance and idealism 
of youth, but the soundness of 
their doctrine in terms of the 
American ideal cannot be ques- 
tioned 

“If they continue to function in- 
dependent .of ‘isms’ as they seem 
to do now, a great contribution 
can be made.”

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Construction of a $1,000,000 office 
building annex to the Fulton county courthouse may be made pos- 
sible through the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, Fulton county 
commissioners who visited Washington this week learned. 


Commissioners Ed Alman and 
Clarence Duncan, who spent four 
days in the capital city, said they 
learned that the county may be 
able to obtain RFC aid but that it 
would have to be negotiated 
through a county building author- 
ity and not through the county 
commission directly. 

Whether the county can legally 
establish such an authority with 
déuthority to borrow reoney will 
have to be determined before fur- 
ther matters can be discussed in 
Washington, the commissioners 
said. 

In the meantime, they added, 
the county will apply to the Fed- 


eral Works > amd for funds to| 
j 


draw up prelifhinary surveys and 
plans for construction of the build- 
ing. Money is available directly to 
the county for this purpose. 


Georgia's Rate Suit 
Faces a Busy Week 


Georgia’s-famed freight rate suit 
against 19 of the nation’s railroads 
pending before the United States 
supreme court, and the legislation 
designed to nullify the case will 
get spotlights on the Washington 
scene this week. 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook and his 
assistant, Claude Shaw, will open 
Georgia’s side of the rate suit Mon- 
day before W. Lloyd Garrison, spe- 
cial master in the case, appointed 
by the supreme court. 

And Gov. Arnall has agreed to 
oppose the so-called Bulwinkle 
bill, in the senate committee on 


interstate commerce at a date not | 
yet set. This is the bill which ex- | 
empts the railroads from _ pro-| 


visions of the national antitrust 
laws in so far as rate-fixing is 
concerned and which, it is con- 
tended, will eliminate the basis on 
which Georgia’s case is built. 

The senate group is scheduled to 
open hearings on the bill Wednes- 
day, but a definite date for Gov. 
~ Arnall’s appearance has not yet 
been set. The bill already has been 
passed in the house. 


Atty. Gen. Cook and Shaw, who 
arrived in Washington Friday, ex- 
pect to complete presentation of 
evidence in Georgia’s case against 
the railroads not later than Tues- 
day. In it, the state accuses the rail 
corporations of conspiring to fix 
freight rates in discrimination 
against southern shippers in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

There will be no oral argument. 
The state will offer its case in the 
form of documented evidence. And 
a voluminous stack of it, there is, 
according to Cook. 

This expeditious two-day han- 
diing of the procedure is possible 
only because Georgia sought and 
won the consent of the railroads 
to dispense with the more ortho- 
cox, legalistic method of present- 
ing separately each piece of evi- 
cence to support charges contain- 
ed in the suit. 

At the conclusion of the presen- 

tion of evidence to Special Mas- 
ter Garrison, the railroads will be 
allowed a specified time within 
which to offer objections to the 
evidence brought in by the plain. 
tuff. The last step will be the pres- 
entation of the railroads” defense 
in the case. 


Health Centers Okay 
Is Read Into Record 


Commissioner Ed Almand’s ap- 
proval of the legislation authoriz- 
ing grants for hospitals and public 
health centers and facilities was 
read into the record of the House 
Committee on Interstate and For- 
€ign Commerce. This legislation, 
under which Georgia would be en- 
titled to some $2,000,000 a year to 
be matched by state funds, al- 
ready has been approved by the 
senate and is now before the 
house group for action. 

In a letter to the committee 
chairman, Rep. Clarence Lea, who 
is chairman of the health commit- 
tee of the commission, Democrat, 
of California, Almand wrote: 

“In Fulton county, under a 
health program financed partly 
by state and federal funds, 17 out- 
patient clinics are operated for 
treatment of tuberculosis, vene- 
real diseases and other public 
health menaces and to furnish 
care in maternity cases. Recently 
the use of two dental mobile units 
have been inaugurated for school 
children in rural areas. As we 
understand the provisions of the 
bill, they will assist and expand 
programs of this character, which 
in our opinion, will aid greatly 
health work.” 

Almand said the Fulton-DeKalb

Sen. Richard B. Russell has an- 
nounced his intention to offer an 
amendment to the minimum wage 
bill, currently in debate in the

‘tation of farm security prices. 


The two senators from South 
Carolina, Johnson and Maybank, 
also have indorsed the proposed 
Russell amendment. He is  vir- 
tually certain, moreover, to get 
strong support throughout the sen- 
ate for the amendment. . 

The bill to which Sen. Russell 
would offer this change proposes 
to raise the present 40-cents-an- 
hour minimum wage level to 65 
cents an hour. 

That a raise in the wages of la- 
bor should be complemented with 
a provision for increasing the 
farmer’s income to give him a 
means to meet the increased eost 
of the products of labor is the 
conviction of the Georgia senator. 
He may be successful in convinc- 
ing his colleagues.

DIDN’T STAND SHORT

that the country was young and 
abounding in wild game, was as 
follows: Herricot mutton, chest- 
nut soup, petit patties, spinach, 
oyster sauce, French pie, anchovie 
Sauce, dressed greens, boiled 
chicken, roast beef, tongue, ‘broc- 
coli, plain butter salad, raifolds, 
vermicelli soup, tartlets, roast 
turkey with chestnuts, mould of 
jelly, artichoke sauce, sweet- 
breads, asparagus sauce, wood- 
cocks, larks, house lamb, rabbit, 
blanc mange, wildfowl and small 
mince pies.

3yrnes acknowledged that the 
victory over the Axis was “not an 
American victory alone,” but the

But he added that Americans 
@re proud that they contributed 
“mightily” to victory in Europe 
and “played the major part” in 
defeat of Japan. 


. Reiterating American love of 
peace, Byrnes said the United 
States is a nation of civilians, not 
soldiers. But, he added, civilian 
traditions must be reconciled with 
the necessity to maintain military 
strength adequate to match Amer- 
ican responsibilities in the world. 

Byrnes recalled the pacifist sen- 
timent which swept the United 
States between the World Wars, 
and warned against slipping back 
into that frame of mind. Despite 
the admirable instinct behind 
such a point of view, he said, it 
does not work. 

He recalled that “we actually 
tried it’ and “‘we learned that the 
example of weakness set by the 
United States did not compel Italy 


suit 
“On the contrary,” he continued, 
“our weakness incited them to 
ever bolder aggressions. This 
tragic experience makes us realize 
hat weakness invites aggression. 
Weakness causes others to act as 
they would not act if they thought 
our words were backed by 
strength.” 

This was a direct appeal by 
Byrnes for military power to 
back up his foreign policy. He is 
known to feel that some of those 
who clamor loudest for a “get 
tough” foreign policy expect him 
to support it with armed forces 
which today are of “cap pistol” 
strength compared with those of 
otner nations.

They 
are still hoping for conciliatory ac- 
tion by the Russians before then. 

But they are also certain that 
Winston Churchill’s New York ad- 
dress—refusing to take back any 
of his critical remarks about Rus- 
sia—would intensify rather than 
ease Soviet-British relations. In 
addition to calling for “thrashing 
out” the Iranian situation in the 
security council, Churchill pro- 
posed UNO settlement also of the 
Dardanelles dispute if Russia con- 
tinues to put pressure on Turkey 
for a “fortress” in the straits from 
which to dominate Constantinople. 

American officials have made 
plain their intention of supporting 
UNO and the charter and of op- 
posing vigorously anything they 
consider to be violations of that 
charter or of Big Three agree- 
ments, The Russians. stand ac- 
cused of such violations by the 
United States in both Iran @and 
Manchuria. And 10 days of Rus- 
sian silence have passed since the 
official -American position was 
made plain. 

Key to the next develpoments 
‘in both eases will be the Soviet 
‘replies to.the American notes—or 
ipossibly instructions which Gro- 
myko may have brought with him 
from Moscow.

A-Bomb Test 
Will Not Dry 
The Pacific 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(P) 
Scientists assured the folks Satur- 
day night that while the water 
around the undersurface atomic 
bomb may heat up to a trifling 
million degrees the ocean won't 
evaporate or the world blow up 
in chain reaction. 

Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, com- 
mander of the project which pro- 
duces the bombs, handed to the 
joint Army-Navy task force con- 
ducting the Pacific tests the state- 
ment of two scientists which, said 
the general, should “dispel the 
fear which is growing in the 
minds of many Americans.” The 
explosions will be “completely lo- 
calized,” the general said. 


THE EXPERTS 

The scientists are Dr. Edward 
Teller of the University of Chl- 
cago and Dr. H. A. Bethe, of Cor- 
nell University, both former mem- 
bers of the bomb development 
project and now serving as con- 
sultants. 

This is what they think: 
“The explosion of an 
bomb near the surface, on the 
surface or under the _ surface 
(these are the three experiments 
against warships) will cause only 
local disturbances such as we 
might expect. from an ordinary 
charge of great magnitude. It is 
impossible that such an explosion 
can cause progressive disintegra- 
tion of the sea water which would 
perpetuate itself and result in the 

atomic explosion of the globe.” 
Careful considerations have been 
made. First, it is known that ele 
ments contained in the water are 
also very abundant in stars, If 
the stars had a high rate of chain 
reaction, they would blow up or 


atomic 


consume themselves. They don’t, 
so it is deduced that sea water will 
behave the same way. 


THE BOMB 


| The atomic bomb contains a 
|relatively high content of 
‘material. This means the tempera- | 
ture of the water around the 
bomb will be “comparatively low, 
namely in the neighborhood of 
1,000,000 degrees,” as compared 
with 20,000,000 or more for the 
center of stars. The conditions 
produced in the water therefore 
represent those at some place far 
from the center of a star. 

Even those most probable of all 
known nuclear reactions would, at 
the temperature of 1,000,000 de- 
grees, be insufficient to sustain 
itself against the losses of radia- 
‘tion, the scientists said; And it is 
certain that none of the reactions 
‘in water can be as probable as 
‘the above-cited example. é

ARNALL RECEIVES IT 
First Volume 
Of State at 
War Finished 


The first volume of a Georgia 
history, revealing conditions exist- 
ing 
Hitler first set out to rule the 
world, has ben turned over to Gov. 
Arnall for printing by its author, 
Lamar Q. Ball. 


Compilation of this history grew 
from Gov. Arnall’s realization that 
a permanent record of this type 
was sorely needed. Many com- 
plaints had been voiced by citti- 
zens who said that but meager in- 
formation was available on Geor- 
gia’s participation in the first 
World War. 

Writing the history of this state, 
beginning with the year 1939, pre- 
ceded by months of extensive 
research, embraced approximately 
a year and a half of work. Ball 
was retarded in his work due to 
the jolting close of the war, when 
military activities came to an 
ebrupt halt, government ‘agencies 
made a swing to reconversion and 
the lifting ef censorship made in- 
formation available which hereto- 
fore had been guarded with the 
utmost secrecy. From now on, 
Ball says, he will be able to pro- 
duce about four volumes per year, 


Omitting none of the ugliness of, 
Georgia’s previous lack of datten- 
tion to national events, the history 
digs deep into the state’s migra- 
tion and population problems, edu- 
cational systems, industries, and 
traces the history of Fort Benning 
from the time when the infantry 
came into its own. A _ searching 
analysis was made into the aver- 
age Ceorgian’s mental and physi- 
cal equipment for aiding in the de- 
fense of his country. 

With facts presented in the or- 
der in which they were gathered, 
other volumes will tell the story, 
vear by year, of Georgia’s building 
for war and its offering of men, 
machines, food, money and spirit 
needed for winning the fight to- 
wards continued freedom.

Mining interests too are un- 
dergoing expansion, 


There now are about 30,000 
members of the Methodist church 
in Brazil, Bishop Dawsey esti- 
mated; Policy of the Brazilian 
Methodist church is directed: in 
Brazil—not in the United States as 
formerly was the case—the bishop 
pointed out. 

“And all the Protestant church- 
es,” he explained, “are more unit- 
ed there than they are in this 
country. They frequently have 
joint services, 

“Brazil nominally is Roman 
Catholic, but the constitution pro- 
vides for liberty of worship. In 
spite of that there has. been con- 
siderable persecution in the past. 
Today, however, I would say the 
country has true freedom of re- 
ligion. 

“Besides Protestantism and Ca- 
tholicism, there is a very strong 


third religion in Brazil—spiritual- 


ism, Those adhering to the doc- 
trines of spiritualism believe in 
communion with the dead and in 
reincarnation. They hold that the 
soul goes on and on until at last it 
is perfected and can go to heaven.”

Planning and public works en-

Lochner presented the report 
several weeks ago at a meeting of 
representatives of affected gov- 
ernments at the Henry Grady ho- 
tel, and engineers were asked to 
study it in detail. It is expected 
that all questions will be ironed out 
at tomorrow’s conference and that 
the engineers will write their ap- 
proval to the mammoth program 
designed to provide roadways to 
handle a 750,000 population in this 
area. 


The Lochner plan calls for con- 
struction of 32.5 miles of 30-foot 
wide express highways to speed 
the flow of traffie through down- 
town Atlanta. These will be in- 
terlocked with a network of feeder 
parking facilities and 
other facilities to insure easy ac- 
cess to all parts of downtown At- 
lanta, thus relieving congestion 
and preserving values in congested 
business areas. 

Flynt said, in addition to engi- 
neers, leaders of all affected gov- 
ernments have been invited to re- 
view the plans and to participate 
in the discussions.

Emory Grads 


Hear Service 
Schools Hit 


Emory University’s graduating 
class was warned Sadurday 
against the possible results of an 
over-emphasis on science and the 
“trade school” type of education 
which have been effects of the 
war. 

Dr. Daniel C. Elkin, himself a 
distinguished scientist and _ sur- 
geon, told a commencement group 


at Emory that concentrated tech- 


nical training without proper em- 
phasis and appreciation of man’s 
place in society may lead to dis- 
astrous results. 

Dr. Elkin is chairman of the 
department of surgery in the Em- 
ory School of Medicine and presi- 


dent of the Southern Surgical As- | 


sociation. He was recently award- 
ed a Legion of Merit for distin- 
uished service as a colonel in 
the Army Medical Corps. He was 
speaking to more than 200 Kmory 
graduates. 

Speaking of the need of better 
education for all types, of | en- 
deavor, Dr. Elkin rapped sharply 
the lack of proper training for 
professional Army and Navy offi- 
cers. 

“If their own testimony can be 
believed,” he declared, ‘“‘the grad- 
uates of our national military 
academies were woefully lacking 
in the processes of clear thinking, 
intelligence, and some indeed in 
ordinary integrity. In spite of the 
disastrous consequences of the 
Pearl Harbor fiasco, we find them 
utterly unable, because of petty 
jealousy and conceit, to 
upon any plan for national de- 
fense, which is the prime reason 
for their education.” 

Commenting on bills now be- 
fore congress to provide large 
sums of money for applied re- 
search in the nation’s colleges and 
universities, Elkin applauded the 
basic idea, but warned of a “rush 
for the pork barrel’ and the dan- 
gers of political interference in 
our free education system. 

“Emory and other privately en- 
dowed institutions have co-oper- 
ated in the training of men and 
women for war,” Dr. Elkin said, 
“but we realize that, in this train- 
ing, our students have lost much 
of the value of a peacetime edu- 
cation. We believe that the time 
has come to educate for peace 
and that it is-for the authorities 
of the institutions to decide who 
and what shall be taught. Such 
decisions should not be made by 
government legislation or influ- 
enced subsidy.” 

Dr. Goodrich C. White, Emory 
president, awarded the honorary 
degree of doctor of science to Dr. 
James R. McCord, professor em- 
eritus of obstetrics and gynecol- 
ogy in the medical school. 

In making the presentation, Dr. 
White said Dr. McCord was being 
honored for his ‘‘devoted life and 
service, his distinguished contri- 
bution to the advancement of 
medical service and of medical 
education; and in gratitude for the 
example and guidance given to 
succeeding generations of stu- 
dents of the science and art of 
medicine.” 

Degrees were also awarded to 
-181 graduates who finished their 
work at the end of the winter 
quarter, a few days ago. Among 
this group were 86 dentists, 64 
doctors, nine ministers, and one 
lawyer. The total of graduates to 
march in the academic parade was 
swelled by 57 students who won 
their degrees prior to last Sep- 
tember.

'the Gaelic words for clover and 
‘wood sorrel are quite similar.

| He said the mistake was an easy 
one to make, and that maybe it 
| would be wise not to stress that 
‘the Irish shamrock has been mess- 
ed up by an English boner. 
“Great heavens, man!” he added 
cheerfully, “there’s no sense in 
starting another war.”

Referring to the annual report 
of 1945, just issued, Judge Ether- 
idge said:

“The cost to the| 
county and state of prison for | 
these 1.400 for a year would have 
been over a half million dollars. | 

“Probation and parole do not! 
mean the same thing. Probation | 
means the release of prisoners | 
Without prison stigma. Parole | 
takes place after the prisoner has | 
served in prison. The probation | 
office coes not handle parole cases | 
or parolees, but only p¥fobationers | 
referred to that office by the trial | 
judges.” | 

The report shows that probation- | 
ers between the ages of 16 and 20. 
represent 39 per cent of the total 
mumber. Eighty-five exservicemen 
- Were probated. Probation of only 
two was revoked.

The only way) 
to beat it, he said, is to catch it} 
and explode it before it reaches' 
its destination. And that, he indi- 
cated, isn't much of a defense. 

“It is a weapon of terror,” he 
said. “After a few such bombs, 
most people would be willing to 
guit. That’s exactly what happened 
in Japan after only two of them. 
And while I realize that a lot of 
people in this country would be 
willing to fight on even after they 
knew they were licked, the reali- 
ties nonetheless indicate that the 
“doctrine of fear’ would be effec. 
tive with most people. 
HISTORIC ERROR 

“That's where I think Hitler 
made his historic mistake. If he 
had waited until he got the atomic 
bomb—well, we'd probably be 
speaking German by now!” 

‘Gen. Groves gave a fascinating 
report on the atomic bomb to the 
members of the Society of Mili- 
tary Engineers. Speaking from 
notes, he talked for and hour and 
then spent another half-hour in 
answering questions. During this 
period be gave away no vital or 
secret information, but he filled 
in many lacunas with interesting 
details. 

One question related to the pow- 
er and size of the atomic bomb. 

“The President officially an- 
nounced that one atomic bomb— 
the kind dropped on Hiroshima, 
had a power of 20,000 tons of 
TNT,” Gen. Groves answered. “As 
to its size that’s a military secret. 
But if any of you can guess, you 
may get an idea when I tell you 
that it took a B-29 to carry it.” 

Asked concerning the peacetime 
uses of atomic power, Gen. Groves 
Said that at present it seems to of- 
fer the best results in medical 
science, especially those phases of 
medicine where radium and radio- 
active substances prove efficacious. 
COMMERCIAL POSSIBILITIES 

“As to its commercial possibilli- 
ties,” he continued, “that, in my 
opinion, is something for the fu- 
ture, probably several decades in 
the future.

. he could have conquered the world without much fighting! 
Such, in brief, is the opinion of 


bilities with the same zeal that 
we did in the development of the 
atomic bomb for war purposes, 
then I should say that 10 years 
from now we would have atomic 
power in such a shape that it 
could profitably compete with 
coal at $15 a_ ton. But it’s 
doubtful whether we are willing 
to stand for the expense of that 
sort of research in peace-time. If 
we don’t, then atomic power as a 
substitute for steam power and 
electric power is some distance 
away. At present, it takes about 
90 tons of protective apparatus to 
produce 100 horsepower.” 


That means in practice, he ex- 
'plained, that nuclear energy 
_could now be used in ship pro- 
_pulsion but not in the locomotive 
of a railway which had tunnels. 
| “The _ protective apparatus 
_would.take up so much space,” he 
‘said, “that there would not be 
enough room in the tunnel for the 
locomotive g0 equipped to get 
| through.” 


Here Gen. Groves expressed the 
opinion that the United States 
‘could have developed the atomic 
bomb only during wartime un- 
‘der the controls that come au- 
tomatically in such periods. 

OTHERS BEHIND TIME 

Asked if any other nation, not 
now in possession of the secret of 
the atomic bomb, cotld hope to 
produce such a bomb in the near 
|future, Gen. Groves stuck by an 
|assertion that he made before a 
lcommittee of the United States 
| Senate. (Here he obviously was 
‘referring to Russia, but he care- 
fully refrained from mentioning 
the name of the country). 

“I told then,” he Yeplied, “that 
if we gave that country every de- 
|tailed plan and specification we 
| have and told them exactly how 
to make the bomb, it would take 
them from five to seven years to 
produce the first bomb. 

“Since that time, some well-in- 
formed persons have disagreed 
'with me, but I still stand by that 
statement. Now, if under those 
circumstances it would take them 
from five to seven years even to 
produce the first bomb, how long 
will it take them to produce an 
atomic bomb without any of that 
essential information? Well, your 
guess is as good as mine, but I 
suggested to the senate committee 
a period of from 20 to 25 years. 

“Despite all the assertion to the 
contrary, all they have learned 
about the atomic bomb concerns 
the methods we used. For in- 
stance, they know we used the 
gas diffusion at Hanford, Wash., 
and the electro-magnetic method 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn. But we 
haven't told them anything at all 
about the processes we-used and 
they’ll have to know about those 
processes before they can make 
an atomic bomb by any of the 
methods we experimented with.” 
RIDICULES IDEA 

Gen. Groves ridiculed the idea 
that a country which a few years 
ago “liquidated” its leading scien- 
tists could train another group in 
one generation and could supple 
ment the work of those scientists 
by “importing” a lot of scientists 
from another country. 

“You cannot impart scientific 
information in that way,” com- 
mented Gen. Groves. 

He then indicated that the 
necessary “climate” for the suc- 
cess of such a scientific project 
as the search for the gecret of 
atomic energy exists in the United 
States. 

“The success of this project de- 
rives from six factors,” he ex- 
plained. “They are: (1) Team- 
work (and-this is where the Ger- 
mans make their initial mistake 
of isolating their research into 
independent sections); (2) the 
skill of scientists in devising 
theories; (3) the brains of the 
engineers in taking those theories 
and making them work; (4) the 
skill of American management; 
(5) the ingenuity of American 
workmen (as indicated by their 
ability, under mass production 
methods to produce large volumes 
of equipment with close toler- 
ances, a skill which workmen of 
no other nation possess); and (6) 
the sympathetic guidance and co- 
operation of the federal govern- 
ment, which was the part the 
Corps of Army Engineers played 
in the program. 

“Now, if any other country can 
produce those factors all together 
and put them to work, then that 
country can produce an atomic 
bomb in about the same time we 
did. Otherwise, it'll take more 
time than a lot of people are will- 
ing to admit.” 

RELATES DETAILS 

At many points in his address, 
Gen. Groves related details of 
the work of the atomic bomb 
project which held his audience 
fascinated. 

‘When 
he said, 


we started this work,” 
“not a single person con- 
nected with it knew whether or 
not we would ‘succeed. e only 
had very general ideas of nuclear 
physics and from those ideas we 
had to do things that would make 
the ideas work out in practice. 

“We got the idea of the gas dif- 
fusion method from the scientists 
at the University of Chicago and 
we decided to build the plant at 
Hanford, Wash., to work on that

method, which involved the use 
of plutonium. Now, nobody 
knew much about plutonium. We 
knew it existed, but nobody had 
ever seen it. Anyway, we decid- 
ed to work with it. 

“When we asked the Dupont 
people to take over the manage- 
ment of that part of the work, 
some of them balked. They told 
us that they were chemists and 
knew nothing about physics. But 
we told them that after a certain 
stage in physics, the work went 
over into chemistry. On _ that 
basis, they took over the job. 

“In reference to the electro- 
magnetic theory, a group of 
scientists signed a report saying 
this theory was an impossible so- 
lution to the theory of nuclear en- 
ergy. That report sounded  s0 
rational and reasonable that if I 
had been a scientist I would have 
signed\it. But, despite the report, 
that ry seemed tHe best we 
had. So, we spent $100,000,000 
-s build the plant at Oak Ridge 

A gs that theory to the test. 
Well, you know the rest. That 
theory produced the atomic bomb. 
But if we had not been in a war, 
we could never have done it!” 
CRITICIZES “SPOKESMEN” 

Gen. Groves criticized the “self- 
appointed spokesmen” who pre- 
sume to speak for the 650,000 
people engaged directly at one 
time or another in work on the 
atomic bomb. He distributed these 
employes as follows; Scientists 
and junior scientists, 10,000; en- 
gineers, 5,800; semi-professional 
workers, 12,000; administrative 
workers, 12,000; workers in the 
building trades, 250,000. The peak 
employment at one time, he said, 
was 120,000. 

Of this number, there were 
about 10,000 “key” men, a “key” 
man being one whose absence 
might have delayed the project 
for one day during a war costing 
the nation $250,000,000 a day. 

Gen. Groves told of his experi- 
ences during the atomic bomb 
test at Alamagorda, N. M., when, 
10 miles away, he saw lighting 
effects that were “indescribable. 
Men six miles away, he said, were 
knocked flat by the force of the 
explosion. 

Atomic bomb headquarters in 
the Pacific were in the Marianas, 
Gen, Groves revealed. He relat- 
ed an amusing incident about the 
crew which dropped the bomb on 
Nagasaki, the second atomic 
bomb. 

“They had to land on Okinawa 
to refuel,” he said, “and at first 
they didn’t get much of a recep- 
tion. The people there thought 
they looked like tramps. But 
when they asked permission to 
send a report to the Marianas that 
they had just successfully dropped 
the second atomic bomb, they 
woke up the entire island. They 
said they never saw euch excite- 
ment in an American camp.” 

Brig. Gen. James B. Newman, 
division engineer of the South At- 
lantic Division, with headquarters 
here, told of his observations on 
an official mission to Hiroshima 
to investigate the damage there. 

“The bomb left complete ruin 
and destruction for miles away 
from the target,” he said. “Build- 
ings of steel and concrete stood 
the test best. But the force of the 
explosion left those buildings 
standing empty shells. The only 
thing in the path of the explo- 
sion apparently unaffected was a 
Steel safe in one of the buildings, 
and this safe had its doors closed 
at the time.”

Churchill Makes Way for Sanity 


Like Antony, came to speak before a 
questioning audience, Winston Churchill 
Friday night cloaked his firmness in the 
Antony mood without reference to the 
thundering anger of Generalissimo Stalin. 


“I come not, friends, to steal away your 
hearts; I am.no orator, as Brutus is.” 

In that mood he delivered one of his 
most persuasive addresses, calling for no 
military alliance, as he apparently had be- 
fore, but prophesying that an even strong- 
er alliance would arise out of the mutual 
ideals and principles of the two nations. 


This was a better speech than the one 
at Fulton, Mo., which hung’together loosely 
and was so inconsistent as to make it vul- 
nerable in many points. 

He was most wise in urging Russian 
leaders to take advantage of the wide- 
spread sympathy and desire for friendship 
on the part of the English-speaking world 
for the Russian people. 

His position that Russia should be con- 
tent with her tremendous war gains is 
well-taken and matches American opinion. 


He was morally right in reminding Rus- 


sia that Britain and this country have 
kept a pledge made at Tehran to withdraw 
from Iran but that Russia has violated 
that pledge. This is an indefensible po- 
sition, especially in view of the pledge. 

Mr. Churchill’s revelation of the Pots- 
dam offer on the Dardanelles—a joint 
guarantee of complete freedom of the 
Straits in peace and war guarantee to 
which Turkey would have Brecribed, also 
puts the Soviets in a position unreasonable 
and excessively demanding. 

It was a much better speech and iftcan- 
not but have a clarifying effect, even on 
the Russian policy. Mr. Churchill is a de- 
feated leader, renounced by the govern- 
ment and people of his own country, but 
his voice still carries weight. 

Now that he has added his voice to 
those which say they do not*believe war 
is imminent and has said he does not be- 
lieve the leaders of Russia want war, per- 
haps the alarmists and radio commentators 
who have been shrieking the third world 
war was already upon us will “simmer 
down,” so to speak, and allow sanity to 
have its day.

There was an American doctor (psychiatrist) 

sitting with me at the Nuernberg trials of the 

German defendants. He kept looking at Hess, 

whose sharp-featured face is to be seen next to Hermann Goering’s. 

The two, Hess and Goering, confer often, but the soldiers who 
guard them say that whole box is full of feuds and malice and 
jealousies. 

“Hess,” said the doctor, “for all his standing up and announcing 
he is not crazy,” is the only one of the defendants who is having 
an attack of nerves. That explains his digestional upsets, his 
stomach ‘cramps,’ and so on. The man is living on his nerves. 

“The only other one,” continued the medical gentleman, ‘who 
gives any signs of being strained beyond the average, is Von Papen. 
He isn’t standing it any too well and you may be sure that after 
every meal he suffers from an old-fashioned attack of the burps 
and doesn’t really relax when he sleeps. 

“Goering, having a great ego, probably believes this is all a 
stage show and that when it is done he will be let off. He is a 
consummate actor and he never really has come to believe that this 
is for keeps and that his fat neck may be stretched. He will be 


pompous and vain all the way to the end.”

Georgia Traftic 
Toll Is Deplorable 


As he leaves the State Patrol, which he head- 
: ed for more than three years, to direct the De 

" “ partment of Corrections, likable Charlie Wik 
liams, of Alma, expresses the hope that Georgia’s increasing traffic 
deaths will be reduced. His skeleton staff of troopers, with meager 
equipment, waged an uphill battle against traffic fatalities during 
the war. As more persons were mangled in highway collisions, the 
troopers kept a record of the causes of the accidents. 

There were very few true accidents during 1945, Williams says. 
Ninety-five per cent of the so-called accidents were caused by vio 
lations of traffic laws. Only five per cent of the motor collisions 
were unavoidable. 

This means, Williams pointed out, that Georgians could eliminate 
95 per cent of the highway deaths and injuries by obeying traffic 
regulations. Speed is a great cause of collisions. Drivers just fail to 
realize how little control they have over a car going more than 50 
miles an hour. Williams believes that speed endangers lives so 
much that he instructed his troopers not to speed to the scene of an 
accident. Speeding police cars would endanger many lives in an 
effort to save one or two, and Williams didn’t think it worth the 
risk. Speed is taking a heavy toll of wildlife as well as human life, 
as anyone traveling the highways today can testify. Georgia roads 
are cluttered with dead animals and birds. 

If all the wildlife killed by cars in a single night in America was 
put in one pile, the pile would be higher than the state capitol, 
Williams says. He thinks the war might have had something to do 
with the deaths offso many dogs, cats, chickens and ’possums. With 
few cars on the road, the animals got unused to dodging. The 
people, now driving again, had become unaccustomed to watching 
out for the animals. 

Williams points out that Georgia had a slight reduction in traffic 
deaths in 1945. There are increases this year, and there have been 
alarming numbers of persons killed by cars for many years. As he 
leaves his patrol job, Williams hopes the people will co-operate with 
Maj. Bill Spence, the new commander, and the troopers in holding 
down the number of traffic injuries: and fatalities. With all the 
efforts of law enforcement agencies and the people, the traffic 
deaths rise. Williams fears to think of what this total might have 
been had there been no safety campaign waged. 


4 & The 1945 legislature passed an act 
Insurance and Politics designed to force motorists to be 
financially responsible for accidents. The solons took this step at 
the insistence of many whose cars had been smashed by careless 
drivers who were unable to pay for the damages. The new law re- 
quires a person having an accident to take out liability insurance 
if he does not settle the claim or pay off the judgment. Penalty 
for failure to take the insurance policy or otherwise be financially 
responsible for the damages would cause the motorist to lose his 
drivers’ license. In one year, Williams has lifted only two licenses. 
He dvesn’t think this reflects the true picture, however. In fact, he 
is muchly dissatisfied with the new law. 

“It is a step in the right direction, but it is far'from adequate,” 
Williams says. The biggest fault is that it gives all drivers one 
collision free. It shuts the door after the horse is gone. This law 
should be strengthened to require liability insurance or other 
financial responsibility guarantee before the first accident.” 

That is as far as Williams goes toward dealing with the legisla- 
ture. He makes a suggestion, but he keeps his distance from the 
halls of the general assembly. He also prevents his employes from 
playing politics. 

“I was a member of the legislature for many years,” Williams 
remarks. “And | always resented a state official trying to influence 
my voting. So when I became a state official myself, | kept away 
from the legislature.” 

This attitude will help him in his new job with the constitutional 
Board of Corrections, since it is strictly a nonpolitical job.

Although Jackson was undecid- 
ed as to what penalty clauses his 
measure will impose, he said it 
would make the owner of the prop- 
erty equally guilty with the per- 
son placing the contraband on va- 
cant properties, and the fine could 
range up to $100 or 30 days in 
the stockade for each offense.

Your hobby may track sawdust 
on the rugs and get paint in 
your hair. But it’s worth it 


HE Judge and his wife were showing off 
their house, and we had come to the 
cellar. Here, all but crowding out the heater, 
was the Judge’s workshop, with its well- 
worn benches, its racks of tools, its battery 
of machines, its hoard of choice woods and 
its shelves of oddments in jars and boxes. 
A half-finished ship model stood in a cor- 
ner. On the machinist’s lathe gleamed a 
newly-turned part for a fishing reel. Other 
projects lay all about. ‘““‘Watch out for that 
gun,’ said the Judge, “I just refinished the 
stock and it’s still sticky.” 

Among the guests was a chatty lady. 
“My!” she said. “It must be grand to have a 
husband so handy with tools. Think of all 
you must save on odd jobs around the 
house... ”’ 

I caught Mrs. Judge’s eye, and there was 
in it a great light of laughter — silent, but 
hearty and wise — that showed what she 
was thinking. « 

For it might as well be told, especially 


on the eve of Hobby Week: the products of 
home craftsmanship are many and varied, 
but they rarely include odd jobs, and they 
almost never add up to anything utilitarian 
by money-saving standards. Nevertheless, 
the end result of hobby crafts is practical 
beyond all dollar measurement. 

To make this clear, let me start by ad- 
mitting — for myself and unnumbered 
thousands of other home-workshop addicts 
—-all the bad things you might say about 
our hobby. And this goes for all of us, male

and female, expert or dub. It holds good, no 
matter which of the skilled trades we as- 
sault : cabinetmaking or weaving, gunsmith- 
ing or photography, flytying or pewter- 
whacking, boatbuilding or block printing. . . 

Home craftsmanship is untidy, destruc- 
tive of skin and furniture, productive of flat 
feet. It is extravagant of time and rough on 
social obligations. But it gives you a Some- 
thing you can get in-no other way. 

The home craftsman tracks sawdust into 
the rugs, grinds paint into the guest towels, 
spills chemicals on the butterfly table and 
leaves upon the freshly painted kitchen 
walls the mark of the Black Hand. 

While he will not spare time or money 
for ordinary dissipation, he is utterly un- 
able to resist the heady intoxication of 
buying tools he might some time need. 


QO WEEK ends when other people are out 
of doors getting ozone in their lungs and 
roses in their cheeks, he (or she) is indoors 
breathing dust and paint fumes and culti- 
vating curvature of the spine. Let others 
beautify themselves in sun and wind; he 
would rather shred his epidermis with acci- 
dental nicks and cuts to create his own idea 
of beauty in the things he makes. Long after 
decent people are healthily asleep, you will 
see him beneath the midnight Mazda, bent 
over his work, his hair full of metal chips 
and his head full of wonder at the way 
materials can take shape and finished form 
— for him. 

No matter how skilled he becomes, he 
never gets over his pleased astonishment 
at this miracle: that something should come 
into being beneath his hands where nothing 
was before. He has toiled for endless hours 
on each of many separate parts. Any one of 
them alone is prosaic, lifeless, scarcely in- 
teresting. But now at last all these various 
pieces have come together (almost of them- 
selves, it seems) to become what he had 
planned. They are no longer separate Parts, 
but a Whole that has individuality and 
meaning. 

He realizes with fresh surprise each time 
that it was he, and no one else, who gave 
this Thing form and purpose. He, alone, is 
responsible. No wonder that the Thing 
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WHEN BRATS VISIT 


WHEN THE BISHOP FLEW THE MAIL 
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(whatever it may be) seems to him the most 
perfect and desirable of its kind in the world. 

It may be a pup in any other eyes but his. 
It may look like something Junior did in 
third-grade Self Expression. Or it may be a 
masterpiece of which a professional could 
well be proud. That doesn’t matter. The point 
is that he made it. It is his to love like a frail 


child or to gloat over like the prize of a great 
contest. He puts it in his home or his office 
where he can secretly admire it while pre- 
tending to do something else. 

No matter if he could have bought the 
same thing for infinitely less money than 
his time is worth. As a distinguished surgeon 
once said, “‘If I were to put a price upon that 
sideboard at the rate I charge my patients, 
it would be one of the most expensive pieces 
of furniture in the world. But I wouldn’t 
sell it for ten times even ‘hal amount.”’ 


You see, the hobby craftsman acquires a 
special scale of values. Many other things 
he gathers on the way: a sound respect for 
honest construction, a pride in thorough 
workmanship ... but it is this scale of 
values which is most valuable of all. 

By some standards it is a warped scale: 
On it, Keeping Up With the Joneses rates 
below zero. So do most other store-bought 
pleasures. The more things you make for 
yourself, the less you covet anything you 
cannot make. Money cannot buy the things 
you want most to have, but only the tools 
and materials to make then 

A reprehensible scale? Maybe. Who are 
we craftsmen to say? All we know is the 
simple truth that ours is one scale by which 
it is easy to reach that goal —- so far off by 
most standards —- Contentment.

They’re Diplomatic Couriers

N A foggy dawn in one of the last days 
QO of the war a transport plane took off for 
London from a Scandinavian air base. Among 
its passengers was a slim, middle-aged man 
with a brief case. He looked like a salesman 
or an insurance clerk — like almost anything, 
in fact, but a heroic figure of the war. 

A few hours later the plane was attacked 
by a Messerschmitt. It was so badly crip- 
pled that, though it escaped, it had to 
veer off its course for an emergency land- 
ing in northern France. Its landing gear 
had been shot to bits; so it ground-looped and 
ended its career on its back. The slim man 
with the brief case crawled out, bleeding and 
dazed. But he insisted on getting to London; 
he patted the case and explained he had ur- 
gent government business to perform.

He was helped aboard another transport. 
This one, as luck would have it, crashed into 
the sea just off the British coast. 

The man was picked up by a boat and taken 
ashore in bad shape. But he was still deter- 
mined to get on, still so vehement about it 
that he was put on a train. And that evening 
he delivered his brief case full of secret docu- 
ments to the American Embassy in London 
— his duty at last completed. 

He was a member of the State Depart- 
ment’s Courier Section, one of the 85 anony- 
mous mén who regard all kinds of hazards 
as the routine elements of their job. : 

You may have seen them on trains, on 
ships, in planes — quiet, business-like trav- 


elers with brief cases. They go all over the 
world, carrying papers addressed to Ameri- 
can embassies and missions. 

If a matter is so secret that it can’t be en- 
trusted to ordinary means of communication, 
a courier takes it to his destination. (And he’s 
expected to keep an eye on regular diplomatic 
pouches when they’re on his train or plane.) 


He Never Knows Contents 


HE atso carries maps and charts, for such 
things cannot be telegraphed. And as an in- 
tegral part of the secrecy of his papers, he 
himself never knows their contents. 

It’s never an easy job. If, for example, you 
have to take a message to our ambassador at 


Kabul in Afghanistan 


to whom messages 
are carried every two weeks — you travel by 
train only to the Khyber Pass. There you 
heave your baggage aboard a heavy-duty 
truck and face almost 300 miles of the 
roughest, bumpiest riding in the world. 

In winter it’s as freezing a trip as you'll 
find, with the temperature far below zero, 
gales whining through the mountains, and 
blizzards swirling down to blind your eyes. 
And in summer you can ride only at night, 
because in daylight the valleys are so intol- 
erably hot that the tires melt on their wheels. 

The Kabul run is, of course, unusual. Most 
places can be reached more easily and by 
conventional methods — by ship, plane, train,

bus. These are the normal avenues by which 
the Courier Section speeds across the earth. 

For efficiency it has divided the world into 
eight geographical sectors, with a headquar- 
ters office in each. Messages leaving Washing- 


ton go from one region to another in relays, © 


so that no one man has to circle the globe. 
The relay system makes for speed, since every 
courier travels only these routes with which 
he has become familiar. 


Keep Luggage Ready 
THere’s no telling, when you join the serv- 
‘ice, to which headquarters you'll be sent; and 
no permanent station is guaranteed. You go 
where you're most needed, at any time, on the 
briefest possible notice. And so you keep your 
luggage always ready. 

There is no specific qualification required 
beyond general intelligence, adaptability and 
good health. A man must be in excellent physi- 
cal condition. The average courier travels 
200,000 miles a year. You can’t do that if 
you're sick or weak. 

“As an illustration of what we're some- 


times up against, take this,”’ said a courier | 
talked to in Washington. “‘Once, when I was 
attached to the Cairo office, I had to take 
some papers to Iraq and I had to get back in 
time to catch a plane for India. Halfway 
across Syria my train was derailed, and it 
looked like a delay of several days. I simply 
coudn’t afford that delay, so | bired a truck 
for ich me toad fe 
two generals there were bound for [raq and 
they gave me a lift in their plane. They also 
took me part way back, landing me 700 miles 
from the nearest transportation to Cairo. 

*“*After a hopeless night I ran into a 
miracle — a few men from our own Air 
Transport Command came out of the 
skies. They were ferrying planes, and one of 
them gave me a 600-mile lift to a British air- 
field. From there a British pilot gave me an- 
other ride to Cairo. So, after a week’s absence, 
I got back — with fully twelve minutes to spare 
before catching the scheduled plane to India.”’ 

It’s a rugged life. 

That is why new men are carefully studied 
and appraised before being entrusted with 
assignments. In the Washington office, during 
several weeks of indoctrination, the recruits 
work with experienced men. They learn what 
they'll have to know about making travel 
arrangements, about exchange rates, about 
securing visas, about customs regulations. 
And minor emergencies are deliberately creat - 
ed for them —- emergencies which compel 
them to use wit and judgment. 


Caught In Train Wreck 


‘THoucn they’re an amiable crowd, the cour- 
iers admit that they don’t always appear to 
be friendly traveling companions. While on 
duty they won’t drink, play cards or do any- 
thing else which may make them forget the 
seriousness of their mission. One courier, 
caught in a train wreck that caused a three- 
day delay on a Near East desert, had to sit 
in his hot compartment with his brief case 
while the other passengers visited near-by 
ruins. He says those three days were the long- 
est, hottest, most tiresome of his life. “But I 
couldn't’ go dragging secret documents all 
over the desert.”’ 

Despite their grave responsibility, couriers 
do not carry weapons. In the first place, to 
take guns across international borders would 
cause complications. In the second, the men 
argue that if anyone wanted to steal their 
papers he’d shoot first, before a courier could 
reach for his own weapon. Nor — despite the 
ideas of some novelists —- do the men chain 
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BRIEFING: The best way to Cairo 
is traced out on his route map 


their brief cases to their wrists. ‘“‘What for?’’ 
says one, “If anyone wanted the case badly 
enough, he would chop my arm off,"’ 
Surprisingly, in recent years — even dur- 
ing the war -—— there are no records of attacks 
on couriers. No papers have been stolen from 
them. Sometimes documents were lost, yes: 
Ul tik boeees esanped mn trevel accidents 
fost a2 few months ago, in December, 1945, 
a plane vanished over the African veidt, 
never to be found. Fortunately such tragic 
accidents are rare. In the past 10 years the 


total has numbered less than half a dozen. 

It is when facing such accidents that cour- 
iers have to use their quickest judgment. Not 
long ago, in a disabled plane falling into a 
South American jungle, a courier had to de- 
cide whether he had any chance to survive. 
If the chances are against him, he must at 
once destroy his papers — those are rigid in- 
structions. This courier was about to set fire 
to his documents. He had them in his hand. 
But, looking down, he saw that the plane 
was swooping toward a clear spot. It would 
crash — but there was a chance of living’ to 
deliver his documents. He put them back in 
their case. 

The crash was bad, and every passenger 
was hurt. Still, the courier walked away 
from the wreck with the brief case in 
his hand. And.a week later he delivered his 
messages. Then he had to be hospitalized. 

Other nations, too, have their courier serv- 
ices. Since the men of the various countries 
travel the same routes, it is inevitable that 
they come to know one another. And during 
the war odd things happened. American cour- 
iers, traveling in neutral lands, have found 
themsé¢lves seated beside German couriers in 
trains or planes —- men they knew well. They 
maintained a hostile silence. But, throughout 
the war there was no clash at all, anywhere, 
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GUARDED: The courier will keep an 
eye on pouches traveling with him 


between Allied and Axis couriers. “They knew 
if they bothered us,” one of our couriers ex- 
plained, ‘‘we could always reciprocate.”’ 
Perhaps the most. common — surely the 
most frustrating — difficulties encountered 
by the service are sudden changes of border 
regulations or personne! in countries that 
roust be crossed. In such cases courers have 
to resort to quick thinking and quick talk 
Not long ago a man was halted at a Near 
East border. The customs official, a new- 
comer, insisted he’d have to examine the con- 
tents of the courier’s pouch. 
“But .you can’t,” the courier protested. 
‘*That’s against all international agreements.” 
“Then I cannot let you pass.”

Tue courier stepped back a few paces. He 
was quiet but determined. “If you want it,” 
he said, ‘“‘you’ll have to take it from me by 
force. That, of course, constitutes a hostile 
act, and my Government will probably de- 
mand suitable punishment, with you as the 
victim. Still, if you insist, I can’t prevent 
your trying to take this brief case from me by 
force. Come on.”’ 

Talk did it. The official obviously didn’t 
want to become engaged in an international 
scuffle that might cost him his job. He sighed 
and waved the courier on. Thereafter he 
caused no more trouble. 

‘“‘We run into things like that all the time,”’ 
the courier said. ‘““They’re just routine trou- 
bles. Our real difficulties are finding accommo- 
dations on ships and planes and trains already 
loaded to capacity. We can’t offer bribes for 
our passage — that’s absolutely forbidden. 
Instead we try to make friends wherever pos- 
sible. That usually pays off.” 

What does the Courier Service cost the 
nation? Nothing, says its chief, though his 
men earn from $2,000 to $3,000 a year, plus 
all expenses. “‘It pays for itself,’’ he explains. 
“If the messages we carry had to be coded, 
sent by telegraph, and decoded at the other 
end, the total expense would be greater than 
the amount now spent for courier delivery.” 

The average length of service of a courier 
is from two to four years. By that time he 
either likes the State Department’s work so 
well that he enters the regular Foreign Serv- 
ice, where he may earn higher pay; or, wearied 
of travel and yearning for the comforts of a 
home and family life, he gives up the job. 

But there are always plenty to take his 
place, plenty to carry the nation’s secrets in 
their little brown bags. The End

Provide a Substitute 


Tue only answer I know of for a 
completely untrained young human 
being is to divert his attention to 
something else.

In intention, every child is good. 
It should also be noted that every 
child shares with every puppy the 
irresistible pulse to investigate 
thoroughly everything he sees. And 
exactly as the puppy wants to put 
its nose into everything, the little

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human wants to put his fingers into 
or around everything in order to 
find out what it is. Little fingers take 
hold of ornaments with such delight. 
When you tell him, “No! Don't 
touch" it is such a disappointment 

unless you invite him to “Come 
see this!’ instead. 

If children are brought to your 
house unexpectedly, you have to do 
the best you can with what you can 
find to proffer. But if it has become 
a problem to cope with a more-or- 
less regular arrival of young visitors, 
nothing is easier than making a col- 
lection of specially chosen objects to 
offer them one at a time. 


Keep Toys for Visitors 


Noruinc could be more effective 
than to keep im a special space a 
collection of objects for young visi- 
tors, beginning with soft toys for 
babies, and on to puzzles for age- 
unlimited. For that matter, picture 
puzzles are still furnishing inex- 
haustible diversion to the now- 
grown members of my family who 
come to stay with me. 

But to return to the very young 
visitor, he won't do much alone, but 
a very small amount of attention 


— him in suggestions will keep 


shim perfectly contented. If he is as 


y 
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young as two, a muslin-backed pic- 
ture-book or some blocks—at three, 
pictures to color with crayons, ora 
small wagon that has a load of toy 
boxes or barrels to put into it or take 
off it —a doll for a girl, but only 
if she may keep it! 

Children are not interested in 
things that do nothing. They have 
their own Teddy bear or baby panda 
at home; a strange stuffed animal is 
seldom of interest to any child visitor. 

Diversion of interest rather than 
repression is the best method of con- 
trolling every child. As to your own, 
this 1s my opinion, founded on three 
generations of a thoroughly tested 
experience: The greatest asset that 
parents can give their children is 
training through understanding 
comradeship between their chil- 
dren and themselves. 

With true comradeship — obedi- 
ence, self-control, fair play, consid- 
eration for the feelings of animals 
and the belongings of others are 
followed as a matter of course be- 
cause the children have never known 
any other behavior.

River Recipes 
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Frances Parkinson Keyes serves Puff Pudding 


Along the Mississippi 
this author learned 


about southern foods 


HEN Frances Parkinson 

Keyes decides upon the lo- 
cale for a novel, she goes there to 
live, doing her research and writing 
on the scene of action and observ- 
ing the many angles of her neigh- 
bor’s days; learning of their local 
customs and dishes. 

So it was in writing ‘““The River 
Road,”’ the action of the story laid 
on Louisiana’s “Grand Parade,” 
that road along the Mississippi be- 
tween Baton Rouge and New 
Orleans. There Mrs. Keyes lived 
for two years while she worked, 
living in the 20-room plantation 
home featured in her book. 


True to Its Setting 


Every detail of the novel is true 
to its setting from the pink plumes 
of the crepe myrtles, to that im- 
mense ham served at dinner the 
night of the hero’s return, a ham 
wearing an overcoat spiked with 
cloves, the herb pocket pushing 
through its pink substance. 

Long a collector of recipes from 
all parts of the world, Mrs. Keyes 
found never-ending pleasure in 
delving into the rich culiffary lore 
of the deep South. Entertainment 
highlights the life of this section 
and the book is laced with refer- 
ences to hunt breakfasts, shrimp 
parties, wedding suppers, Sunday 
dinners. 

No one, she says, can under- 
stand the whole story of the 
deep South or learn its whole 
flavor, who doesn’t know some- 
thing of the ways and wiles of 
its kitchens. 

To Mrs. Keyes’ way of thinking, 
the most ingratiating dish of the 
region is this chicken gumbo, suc- 
culent with tender pieces of the 
chicken and the fat sweet oysters, 
just curling their edges. A fragrant 
soup, which with rice makes a 
hearty meal. 

The recipe is from the: files of 
Mrs. Allain Herbert whose Chris- 
tian name and characteristics were 
given to ‘“Merry,”’ the book’s 
heroine. 

The name d’Avery, surname of 


the leading family of the story, 
came from the paternal side of 
Mrs. Herbert’s family as did the 
recipes for this gumbo and the puff 
pudding. 


Creole Gumbo 


1 tablespoon fat 

1\% tablespoons flour 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 large fowl, cut for frying 

1 large onion, diced 

2 quarts water 

3 dozen oysters 

7 tablespoons parsley, minced 

Red pepper 

Black pepper 

1% tablespoons of file powder 

4% cup cooked rice 

Melt fat in heavy pot. When hot, 
stir in flour and let brown. Salt 
the chicken and brown in the roux. 
Add onion, sauté until trans- 
parent. Add water, cover pot and 
cook over a slow fire, two to three 
hours, or until the chicken is tender. 
Add oysters and parsley and pep- 
per to taste. Cook until the oysters 
curl at the edges. Remove from 
heat, add the file powder (pow- 
dered sassafras leaves), and do not 
re-heat the gumbo after the file 
powder is in. Serve with rice. Two 
tablespoons of cooked rice is added 
to each portion. Approximate 
yield: six servings. 

Puff Pudding 

6 cup sugar 

4 cup flour 

2 cups milk, scalded 

5 eggs, separated 

Combine sugar and flour in 
heavy saucepan. Add \& cup milk, 
gradually stirring to a smooth 
paste. Add remaining milk and con- 
tinue stirring over low heat until 
mixture thickens. Let simmer three 
minutes, stirring constantly. Beat 
egg yolks until thick and add a 
little of the hot mixture to them, 
stirring until blended. Add to 
sauce, stirring until the ingredients 
are well mixed. 

Beat the egg whites until stiff 
but not dry and fold sauce into 
them. Turn into casserole, place it 
in pan of hot water and bake in 
moderate oven (350°F.) 40 to 5O 
minutes or until knife inserted in 
center comes out clean. Serve with 
fruit, hard sauce. Approximate 
yield: six portions.

Bishop was flying on the Lord’s 
account. 

The Bishop needs no introduction 
to the Lord at this late date. For 
the benefit of earthly strangers, he 
may be identified as Bishop Ezra 
Funk. He presides over part of the 
Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ (Old Constitution), known to 
Pennsylvania Dutchmen as the UB's.

In fact, flying was 
on his mind this particular day when 
he hopped a bus at his home in 
Waynesboro and went over to Cham- 
bersburg to call on the Reverend 
Clyde W. Meadows. 

Preacher Meadows, shepherd of 


the biggest flock in the Bishop’s pas- 
tures, is one of God's children who 
actually possesses wings. He also 
has a propeller, a fuselage, and a gas 
tank. His cruising speed is 105 miles 
an hour, and he flies all over heaven 
when the weather is good. 

Now it might seem simpler to say 
the Reverend Mr. Meadows has an 
airplane. But that would neglect the 
spirit of his celestial wanderings. He 
flies as naturally as he prays, takine 
to the air as othegmen take to bowl- 
ing, poker or a glass of cold beer. 


Spins Through the Clouds 


AN Hour of diving, rolling, looping 
and spinning through the clouds — 
alone — gives him the same serenity 
the Biblical visions gave to the 
Prophets and the Saints. 

The jargon of flying often creeps 
into Preacher Meadow’s daily talk. 
“The weather is closing in,” he will 
say when the sky begins to.cloud up 
for rain. 

He uses flying in his sermon texts, 
and no one in the congregation will 
be greatly surprised if he some day 
booms forth from the pulpit: “‘All 
sinners will be grounded on Judg- 
ment Day.”’
